Following inquests upon the deaths 
of two persons killed by automobiles 
at Springfield Judge Walter R. Heady 
issued a statement to the. public, 
warning peeple against the dangers 
of the sireets. He found that the 
fault in many cases of accident lies 


with the pedestrians and not with 
the motor drivers. He recommended 
a campaign of education in, the 


schools, churches and newspapers. He 
\finds that the public “needs to be 
‘aroused” to the- danger of | stepping 
into the streets without first looking 
carefully to see what dangers im- 
pend, 

Everybody knows that the 
‘are now more dangerous than they 
have ever been, and that swift and 
heavy vehicles fiying along menace 
every person who gers in their way; 
jand yetnit is doubttul if there eve 
Poles a time when there was more care- 
tessness apparent in the use of streets 
by pedestrians. Watch our Main 
street, for example, and note how 
many step off curbings while/chattin« 
with friends, their attention engrossed 
and paying no thougnt whatever to 
what may be coming. 

See people rush out for a car, dart- 
ing directly in front of automobiles 
and trusting wholly to'the chauffeurs 
to protect them from the consequenc- 
es of their folly. Note the number 
who instead of crossing directly and 
quickly dawdle across a street in a 
diagonal direction, thereby remaining 
‘4 needlessly long time in the danger 
zone and using the middle of the 
street for a sidewaik while autos, 
rolleys and horses are all about 
them. Children even play tag and 
stop to talk in the roadways. It 
wonderful that in every city the size 
of Brockton a_dozen people are not 
struck every day.

Washington, Dec. 2—Setf-govern- 
ment without complete independence 
for some time to come is the admin- 
istration’s policr for the Philippines. 
This was the construction placed to- 
ay upon Secretary of War Garri- 
son’s statement critising former Presi- 
cent Taft for strictures on the Demo- 
cratic regime in the islands. 


The declaration by Garrison that 
the administration Philippine “Inde- 
pendence” bill is» mis-named and 


provides merely for all possible local 
self-government was conceded to be 
authorative. Garrison’s statement 
was presumed to have the personal 
approval of President’ Wilson. 

The Philippine bill is to be pressed 
for passage, according to Senator 
Hitchcock and Representative Jones, 


chairman of senate and House Philip- 


pines committees, practically in the 
.form presented last year. 
yarrison flayed Taft for approv- 


ing a statement of O. Garfield Jones, 
former Philippine commissioner, pub- 
lished in an Oakland, Cal., newspaper 
criticising the Democrat Philipine ad- 
ministration. Taft wrote an intro- 
duction for Jones’ article: Later 
Jones sought the insular bureau's aid 
in placing article praising the Demo- 
cratic administration. 

“It is becoming very plain,” said 
Garrison, “that the Republican poll- 


ticians are attempting to lay the 
foundation for campaign materia’ 


with respect to the Philippine Islands. 
A sickening sense of shame must 
overcome Mr. Taft when he realizes 
where his blind partisanship in this 
matter has led him. To be found in 
such company under such circum- 
stances is, however, the inevitable re- 
sult of such a campaign.” 

Garrison forwardea his statement 
to Taft before publishing it and in 2 
reply today Taft declared Garrison’s 
strictures “unjust, vehement and un- 
measured.” Taft declared he did not 
communicate with Jones regarding 
the article in question, but that Jones 
siatement concided with his informa- 
tion, secured from Dean Worcester 
aud other Philippine experts.

Glinter Dats

It isn’t every little girl who has a 
father or mother with a Fortunatus 
purse, who can step into the smartest 
shop in town and order a bonnet or 


two to cover her golden curls. But a 
mother’s clever fingers can do quite as 
much as the magic purse if the mother 
has good models to cupy and the right 
bits of good material tu work with. 
One cap that may be made at home 
is much like a Russian Cossack’s. It 
is developed from white velvet for the 


top and a wide band of white fur for | 


the rest of the hat. A group of three 
white velvet gardenias with green 
satin leaves is the side trimming. 


A little hat in Chinese effect show- | 


ing a cord and tassel may be accom- 
plished from beige velvet for the 
crown top and puffed section and dark 
blue for the close fitting band, which 
should be stiffened with buckram. 
Blue velvet ribbon is used for the 
crown top trimming, and dull gold tas- 
sels are attached at the ends. 

In true poke effect is a fur trimmed 
bonnet of white corded silk. The fur 
is white, or beaver bands may be sub- 
stituted. A raspberry colored flat 
rosette of velvet ribbon lies at the side 
of the buckram stiffened brim. A soft 
shade of raspberry georgette crape 
lines the poke brim. 

A soft, high, accommodating crown 
marks a hat of two tones of blue vel- 
vet. The soft crown and soft shirred 
brim are of old blue velvet of a light 
shade, while the brim binding and vel- 
vet streamers are of midnight blue rib- 
bon. Dull silver braid forms the three 
odd ornaments at the side. 

The ever becoming tam-o’-shanter 
takes a slightly different tilt in a black 
velvet .hat trimmed solely with two 
narrow bands of ermine. The band 
that fits around the head should be 
stiffened with buckram, while the top 
is Jeft soft, though cut with a lopsided 
effect. 

Another poke bonnet shows how a 
bit of brocaded velvet can be put to 
good use in a child’s hat. It is made 
from old rose velvet with brocading 
of dull gold. The fur band is skunk. 
A piece of mother’s evening coat would 
come in very handy just-here. 

Striped velvet in brown and white 
makes a fetching little hat when trim- 
med with two pompons of brown and 
white. The velvet is gathered under 
the pompons, as none of the kiddies’ 
hats, like mother's, is covered smooth- 
ly this season. 

For a very little tot a soft bonnet of 
white corded silk has a facing ruffle 
of valenciennes lace. Cords of the silk 
hold the fullness in place and form the 
rosette at one side.’ 

A deep white fur band is used with 
good effect on a bonnet of old blue 
velvet. A ruffle of the velvet softens 
the edge. Contrast is gained by the 
pink taffeta rose which nestles in the 
fur at the side. 

An adorable little bonnet of black 
velvet shows a chin strap of velvet 
fastening at each side under tailored 
bows of ermine. The velvet is picoted 
on the edge and laid over a founda- 
tion bonnet of rows of val edging. 

Taffeta and tassels are the main 
points about a green bonnet which is 
topped with a green velvet crown. 
The taffeta is folded about the crown, 
and two circular picoted rutiles of the 
taffeta fall softly from this. Green 
chenille tassels, four of them, dangle 
at front, back and sides. 

A conservative model of white felt 
might be attempted by the home mil- 
liner. The crown is blocked rather 
high, and two circular brims are at- 
tached under a band of beaver fur. 
Ribbon velvet flowers in shades of rose, 
old blue, tan and mauve make an odd 
trimming. <A large felt hat might be 
utilized by cutting off several inches, 
fitting this as a narrow brim.

Whole World Under One 
Government Would 
Soon Put End 
to War 


(United Press Correspondence) 

London, Nov, 2 (By Mail)—A “Uni- 
ted States of the World” is the idea 
of professor Sidney Webb,  well- 
known British political economist, to 
end wars. The diminution of war 
in the world is due to the diminu- 
tion of the number of states in the 
world, he argues, pointing out 
that time has steadily ¢ut down the 


number of these and consequently 
there has been less fighting. 
In the eighteenth century there 


were hundreds of separate states in 
Europe and always war among some 
of them. He adds: 

“Today the total number of Gov- 
ernments of the world that can make 
war is 46% 21 of which are on the con- 
tinent of America. If you can imaz- 


ine such a eondition as the whole 
world under one government, United 


States of the World, with any amount 
of local autonomy, you will find war 
brought to an end. There might be 
riots necessitating police interference 
but there would be no more war.” 
Professor Webb figures that war is 
controlled by the eight great powers | 
--Britain, Germany, France, Austria 
Hungary, Russia, Italy, United States 
and Japan. These powers compose)

times as large us the sun in diameter. |

times in volume. Its distance from 
us, according to the same estimate, is 
489 light years.

Ellison, that instead of being at this 
enormous distance it were placed in 
the center of the solar system in Heu 
of the sun. It would then occupy 
eighty-five hundredths of the space ly- 
ing within the orbit of Venus and, as 
seen from the earth, would subtend an 
angle of about seventy degrees of arc.

Persian Agriculture. 

The great arid wastes of Persia 
would lead one to believe that the 
country does not produce sufficient 
grain to supply the needs of its popu- 
lation. Such, however, is not the case, 
and considerable quantities of grain 
are exported each year. The principal 
grains grown are wheat, barley and 
rice. Corn is planted in small quanti- 
ties, but is used only for roasting ears. 
Qats and rye are seldom sown. Ex- 
cept along the Caspian coast, Persian 
agriculture is dependent almost entire- 
ly on irrigation. The agricultural im- 
plements used in Persia are of the most 
primitive kind. Plows are made from 
forks of small trees, with the addition 
of an iron share, It is stated to be doubt- 
ful, however, whether the yield of 
etain would be greatly increased by 
using modern plows, as there is no sod 
and this crude implement seems to stir 


the soil fairly well.

While it 
seems hardly possible that he can re- 
duce the tax rate to $18 there is no 
question but what he will make an 
honest effort to do so. 

A low tax rate however does not de- 
pend wholly upon the Chief Executive 
for with an extravagant City Council, 
it will be impossible for any mayor to 
keep the rate down. The mayor of 
course has the power to veto any ofder 
appropriating moneys, which he 
deems unwise, but it should not be 
forgotten that the City Council by a 
two-thirds vote may pass the order 
over the veto. 

It is well therefore that the mayor 
and City Council shovld work in har- 
mony and we believe they will. The 
members of the City Council fully 
realize the financial condition of the 
city, and we believe that they will co- 
operate with the mayor during the 
coming year. 

As to the causes which . brought 
about the defeat of Mayor Campbell, it 
is not necessary to discuss at this 
time. He has been defeated and Mr. 
Bates has been elected. Now let us 
bury all differences and give to the 
Mayor-elect the support to which he is 
entitled. 

The Ledger extends its congratula- 
tions to Mayor-elect Bates on his vic- 
tory and while wishing him’ all snc- 
cess, pledges to him its support in all 
that is for the welfare of our city.

As the Christmas bird par excellence 
is the goose, suggestions for its selec- 
tion and cooking. are now in season. 


If fate be kind and you can get a 
“green goose” from three to four 
months old you may count yourself 


lucky, for it is considered a most deli- 
cate dish. It should hang up at least 
twenty-four hours before cooking. 

A green goose should not be stuffed, 
but treated like a game bird. Simply 
season it inside and out. Singe and 
remove all the pinfeathers; then scrub 
the skin with warm soapsuds to open 
the pores, soften the fat and draw out 
the oil. Cold water would be useless 
in this case. Rinse in cold water, wipe 
dry, rinse out the inside quickly with 
clear water and drain. Season, inside 
and out, with salt and pepper, put half 
n white onion inside, dredge thickly on 
the outside with flour and roast in a 
quick oven for at least an hour and 
serve as you should serve geese of any 


age, with boiled- onions and apple 
sauce. 
A goose over a year old becomes 


strong and greasy and is only fit for 
boiling or steaming. In selecting a 
goose see that the fat is soft and white. 
The fat of an old bird is dark. The 
feet should be smooth and yellow, the

When We say “homemaker” we usu- 
ally have in mind the woman who 
keeps and manages the house. But, 
truly, is it fair to put the entire burden 
of homemaking on the shoulders of 
woman aione? Home is, in the last 
analysis, an attitude of mind, a feeling, 
nun emotion of several persons toward 
obe another, and not simply a pride in 
material possessions. 

No matter how strongly a woman 
synthetized in herself all the instincts 
and feeling which go to make a home, 
slie cannot alone create the true home 
unless she is supported by the other 
members of the family. Father is 2 
homemaker, too, as truly as mother in 
the higher sense, and each other mem- 
ber must feel his share and responsi- 
bility in making the home spirit. 

We do not mean, of course, that 
father must wash the dishes or hire 
und fire the help, but that he should 
feel his importance in family councils 
and the need for his judgment above 
und beyond the mere paying of the 
bills. The old Spartan type of father, 
whose very glance made the children 
tremble and who thought himself the 
divinely appointed agent over his chil 
dren’s very lives, has happily disap 
peared. But the modern parent, who 
has taken his place, seems to have 
gone to the other extreme of good na- 
tured indifference. ‘This is just as un- 
wholesome and unbalanced. Father's 
opinion, his taste, his co-operation, Lis 
strength, are needéd equally to support 
his side of the arch of home. 

When the woman is held solely re- 
sponsible as the homemaker, the chil 
dren, instead of doing their share, 
stand around and expect to receive 
the pleasures and benetits of a fine 
home spirit without creating this spirit 
themselves. It is not possible for the 
woman to carry this load which should 
be distributed among all the members 
of the family. The children must be 
encouraged, each in his own small way, 
to do some work and take some shure 
in the duties or they will never fully 
appreciate the pleasures they receive. 
A detinite daily task, like emptying a 
wastebasket or taking care of pets, 
putting up a little shelf or helping to 
aust or sweep, will engender in the 
child’s mind its close relationship to 
the home. Only by personal service 
and doing, either with the band or 
heart, do we come to Jove our sur- 
roundings or the people who dwell in 
them. Only by having a real part iu 
the life.of the home can each member 
feel that it is his home. Too often we 
feel that the attitude of the father. 
say, is that it is the mother’s home, 
where she entertaius her women 
friends at afternoon gatherings, where 
she has chosen the furniture, where 
everything is arranged and ordered as 
a setting for herself. 

Aguin, tooroften the young son feels 
that his mother’s parlor is no place 
for him. Why should it be when its 
gilt chairs and gilt clocks and fragile 
draperies are far removed from his 
masculinity? Home to him probably 
is the den which he has helped to ar- 
range and decorate with pennants ani 
footballs or where he keeps his books 
and tools. The one great need in moil- 
ern home life seems to be to draw the 


members of a family to the home 
through greater individual responsi 
bility toward the home.

During the holiday school vacation 
it is difficult to keep the youngsters 
out of mischief and yet keep them 
amused.

Cut of tan broadcloth, edged with 
beaver and smocked at the belt and 
high collar, this fetching suit gives an 
ultra result. The apron front is ap- 
parently held by four self buttons and 
verges into military severity. The 
charming little close turban has a 
band of worsted roses in pastel shades 
with gold centers. 

HOW TO SMOCK. 
Better to Practice on Dimity Before 
You Tackle a Silk Garment. 

Crossbarred dimity is best to learn to 
smock on, as the lines are a great help 
in preparing the work. There should 
be about three spaces to an inch. The 
part to be smocked must first be gath- 
ered into tucks of even size with black 
thread. After some practice these 
spaces can be measured with the eye, 
but at first the crossbarred or dotted 
material is a big help and time saver. 
After gathering with strong black 
thread as many rows half an inch 
apart as will cover the space that is 
to be smocked the garment fs ready 
for the actual smocking. 

Mercerized floss in medium weight in 
double thread is the best cotton to 
use. The twisted cotton single fs also 
effective for coarse work. This floss 
holds its color and comes in attractive 
shades. The stitches are mace very 
much like the featherstitch and have 
the same number of variations. The 
featherstitch is done toward the sewer, 
whereas smocking is wgrked away 
from the sewer. Every time a new 
stitch is taken one picks up a tuck 
previously made by the black bastings. 
After some practice it will be easy to 
pick up just the right amount of’ ma- 
terial from each tuck, but everything 
depends upon the evenness of the spac- 
ing in the beginning. The different 
stitches are made by changing the 
thread from one side of the needle to 
the other, just as in feathersticching. 
The combination of stitches with them- 
selves and with each other is so end- 
less that no two gurments need ever 
be ulike. and the combining of colors 
and materials makes this work very 


fasciniting. 

It is possible to buy patterns for 
smocked dresses for adults and chfl- 
dren. It should also be noted that 
smocking will take two and a half 
times as much material as will appear 
when the work is done—that is, in or- 
der to obtain half a yard of smocked 
material a yard and a quarter must be 
used. Of course this can be gathered 
up into # smaller space or stretched 
to a larger one, but that is the average. 
The materials used for a grown per- 
son’s dress must be soft. for the full- 
ness around fhe waist will not look 
well in stiffer materials. A soft veil- 
ing silk and even chiffon are best 
adapted for this kind of garment. The 
advantages of smocked dresses for chil- 
dren’s wear are numerous. The full- 
ness will leave room for growth, and 
he dresses may be worn for a long 
time.

United States Christmas. But 
have changed. 
R. Poinsett, United States . minister 
to that country and an ancestor of 
Philadelphia's “Hero of Vera Cruz,” 
discovered a tropical plant and sent 
it home. Its brilliant red leaves won 
friends for it at once, and growers 
took it up. They named it after its 
discoverer, and today we call it poin- 
settia. 

Perhaps you have always believed 
that the blades of red, which top the 
poinsettia, are its flowers, but they 
not. The flowers are little yel- 
low-and green beads. The red blades 
are the leaves, and if you examine 
them closely you'll see their veins. 

Poinsettia growers and_ florists 
have to take extreme care of this 
plant, especially when they cut it. Its 
stem contains a milky juice some- 
thing like the milkweed, and if this 
juice is permitted to ooze out, the 
poinsettia droops its head and wilts. 
So the florist. when he cuts it, plung- 
es the end of the stem into hot wat- 
er or melted sealing wax, or else he 
sears it over a flame. That closes the

THE “PRESEPIO.” 


Latin Countries Honor Christ’s Manger 
at Christmas Time. 


St. Francis, born in the quaint little. 


town of Assisi among the brown Um- 
brian hills in 1182. invented the pre- 
sepio, the repfoduction of the manger 
known in the Christmas story, to make 
the Christmas story plain to the simple, 
illiterate common people. Since then 
it bas remained a favorite devotion in 
Latin Europe. The Italian and Span- 
ish call it the presepio, the manger; 


Lutheran the French the creche, the cradle, and 


the Hungarians and Belgians, Betleim, 
or Bethlehem. 

Only a few years since not a carpen- 
ter could be hired in Rome or Naples 
for weeks before Christmas. They 
were all busy erecting presepios in the 
homes of the quality. while the poorer 
folk were constructing their own. As 


the mainland grows more sophisticated | 


the quaint old devotion is fading away, 
but in conservative Sicily people still 
make the presepio every year. All over 
the island families are busy from Dec. 
1 to 15 putting their old presepios in 
order or making new ones, and there) 
is much calling to and fro to compare;

More than a hundred men had dan- 
gled, and a great deal of time had been 
consumed. Every one was tired exgept 
those in the crowd, which was con- 
stantly changing. The guards, whe 
were keeping back the spectators, were 
the most tired of all. Nureddin, tak- 
ing advantage of this fact, tried again 
to get back among the citizens and 
this time succeeded. Without wait- 
ing he turned his face to the rear, 
pushed aside a fat woman and an eager 
boy and in a twinkling was lost among 
the sea of beings about the gallows. 

Meanwhile Fatima bad gone to the 
cemetery to make arrangements for 
her husband's interment. She had 
bought a small lot and had ordered a 
coffin, which was delivered at the cem- 
etery, for the authorities had informed 
her that her husband's body would be 
turned over to her tliere. 

Fatima was standing beside the grave 
watching men open it.

Dispatches from both Athens and 
Salonica today indicate that Germany 


intends to carry her encircling move- 
ment into Greek territory if German 
troops have not already crossed the 
Greek frontier. The combined Ger- 
man, Austrian and Bulgarian armies 


‘are expected to make a supreme effort 
to drive the expeditionary forces bac® by 


into Greece. 

It is possible that King Constantine 
may choose to fight independently 
resisting first one and then the othe? 
army that threatens Greek neutrality. 

Bulgarian forces have been fiercely 
engaged in attacks along the whole 
allied front for several days. The 
Germans and Austrians have massed 
forces near Stumnitza and further 
west. The disposition of these forc- 
es shows almost certainly that the 
Teutons plan to pursue that expe- 
ditionary forces to the sea if pos- 
sible. Military men here do not be- 
lieve it possible for the comparative- 
ly small expeditionary force to re- 
sist the first attacks of the enemy. 
It is believed certain that the Allies 
will sweep over the Greek frontier 
and that fighting will occur on Greek 
territory. There is every confidence 
that the Allies will be able to make 
a successful stand at Salonica under 
der protection of -Anglo-French war- 
ships.

He picked up 
the clamp of leaves flecked with wax 
en berries' and threw into a gunny 
sack three or four pounds of mistletoe, 
the reward of bis marksmanship. — 

The open season for mistletoe begins 
early in December; according to: the 
Kausas City Star, and continues nsntil 
enly a day or so before Christmas, or, 
in the lean years, anti! the crop is ex- 
bausted. The mistletoe on the Kan- 
sas City market comes from Oklahoma, 
where in Many localities the shipping 
of Christmas greens is recognized as a! 
winter industry. The old method of 
“shooting” mistletoe bas been in large 
part displaced, however. by agile boys, 
who earn men’s wages by climbing for 
the crop and carrying it tothe ground 
ip sacks slung from their shoulders. 
That preserves the foliage beauty by 
leaving fhe berries intact. When the 
boughs are “harvested” by the shot- 
gun method the charge jars many of 
the globules from their tiny stems, 
and the fall to earth but adds to the 
havoc.

Virginia, your little friends are 
wrong. They have been affected by 
the skepticism of a skeptical age. They 
do not believe except they see. They 
think that nothing can be which is not 
comprehensible by their little minds.

THE SKATING FAD 

Society’s pet craze this winter is 
skating. Last season a good many 
dancing floors began to be converted 
jnto roller rinks. This year in many 
northern cities, ice skating is drawing 
the crowds that but recently paid 
down so much good money to learn 
the transient art of tangoing. 

It is somewhat difficult for the 
philosophical observer to account for 
the fascination found in making some 
hundreds of rounds about the mar: 
row hall containing a roller or ice 
rink. Probably a mere barbaric phy- 
sical longing for speed is a large 
share of it. You find that trait in 
all cold countries, where boys from 
time immemorial have risked their 
necks on sleds, double rippers, tobog- 
gans, and skis. 

The scorching motorist is a univer- 
sal illustration of this love for swift 
motion. He is blind to the glories 
of the scenery. The human types 
that he meets do not interest him, 
only the story of his speedometer and 
the condition of the roads. /Perhaps 
the. skater has a related feeling, No 
doubt skates of any kind do give a 
sense of obstacles removed, ef weight 
of the body released of easy motion, 
that produces physical elation. 

Many athletic young people devote 
time and effort to the elaboration of 
all kinds of skilful stunts on skates, 
which must give the pleasure -that 
goes with any form of bedily skill. 
Their feats of balance on their slip- 
pery and uncertain footing of either 
rollers dr ice, are as marvélous as-the 
acts of ‘any tight rope’ walker.° ‘The 
freedom of the motion makes pos- 
sible the most fluwing frace. 

Whether the skating craze can fast 
as tong es the dancing fad did is a 
quéStion. It wilt alwavy appeal to 
sentimental young folks anxious for 
an excuse for each other's society. It 
must be less responsive than dancing | 
to the’ seductions of rhythmical mo- 
tion and musital feeling. In the 
ice skatitig districts there are rare 
times when lawyers, doctors, minis- 
ters, and business men acquire the 
fad. But im'the long run ii is a Kid 
sport, the joys of which, in the boy 
mind, seem to be enhanced by the 
possibilities of a cold wetting.

The Middleboro man went the cri- 
ginal scheme one better, for he put 
the town’s steam road roller into use 
and rolled the snow with that, be- 
sides using some of the steam, when 
he found a frozen caich-basin to thaw 
that out, thus making ready for a 
thaw and the usual flooding of the 
Streets at such times. 

Quiney’s steam rollers are laid up 
for the winter and out of commission 
doing no one any good, Why not give 
the idea a tryout at least on some of 
those streets where it has been the 
custom to cart off the accumulation 
of snow.

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COLLEGE EXAMINATIONS 
Records of four leading colleges 
were presented to the Middle States 
Association of Colleges and Prepara- 
tory Schools a few days ago, on the 
question of college entrance tests, It 
was found that those who had been 
admitted on examination were as a 
whole better students than those en- 
tering on certificate. 

The traditional method of sifting 
applicants for college entrance is by 
examination. Many generations have 
passed this dreaded ordeal. They 
crammed with facts, but might be so 
flustered on the fateful day as to Jose 
heir wits. Others noted dates on 
their shirt cuffs, or smuggled trans- 
lations, Self-possessed pupils with 
meager attainments often made a bet- 
ter showing than those who had done 
better work, but lacked confidence. 

These defects in the “exam” sys- 
tem have led a good many colleges 
to substitute the method of entrance 
on certificate. Pupils coming from 
certain approved schools have been 
allowed to enter on certificate from 
the lowér school that they had done 


the required work. It looks fairer, ' 


the test being based on their aver- 
age work for a long period. 

The report quoted above suggests 
that the certificate method has also 
its defects. There is a common ten- 
dency among public school teachers 
to pass pupils along from year to 
year, on the ground that if sét back, 
they become discouraged and quit 
school. Thus ev@éry class carries 
about so much dead wood. Where 
teachers take that view, it beeomes 
natural to pass the pupils along the 
néxt step into college. In some 
schools political or social influence 
may be a factor. 

Perhaps the ideal Way would be to 
give equal weight to each kind of test. 
Every applicant for entrance to col- 
lege might well be required to take 
an examination, but équal importance 
should be attached to his past record. 
A written test should place but little 
stress on the remembering of mere 
facts. The vital question is, can the 


pupil express himself well, and does 
- 


he display a general comprehension 
of the subjéct he had taken.

Adams street is the most travelled 
thoroughfare in the city, and third in 
the amount of travel of all places in 
this State. “Tt is The usual and most 
direct route from alk points to the 
Sovth Shore, and, unless all signs 
tail, there will be an increase rather 
than otherwise in the number oj 
vehicles using this street. Except at 
one point, the bridge over the New 
Haven tracks, the street is of fairly 
even grade: or in such places where 
ihere is a change #f grade, the change 
is made hy easy gradients, and con- 
sequently do not adversely aifeet the 
use of the street. 

The point at this bridge is

Quiney, at that time, was included 


in Sts. Peter and Paul's parish, South | 


Boston, and Rey. Fr. Fitzsimmons was 
ihen pastor. In 1844 it passed from 
the charge of Rev. Fr. Fitzsimmons to 
Rev. Fr. P. O'Beirne, who took care of 
it us a visiting priest. It was while 
Rev. O'’Beirne had charge that we find 
records of the first marriage and ban- 
iisms performed in Quiney. Tn hand- 
writing that is still plainly discern- 
ible, despite the many years which 
have gone since the good Fr. O’Beirne 
wrote the first records of his parish, 
we read that on November 12, i844, 
Catherine Murphy was baptized. This 
is the first record foiind of a baptisin 
that is preserved in Quiney as part cf 
the records of St. Mary’s Church, 
fongh, no doubt, Quiney-born chil- 
dren had been baptized previous to 
that time, bnt probably at the parish 
church in South Boston. Tt is reeord- 
ed that this Catherine Murphy was the 
daughter of Daniel’ and Mary shat 
and the godparents were Jeremiah 
O'Meara dnd Elien Murphy. 

The first record of a marriage in 
ie then new church at West Quincy 
is that of Patrick Read and Catherine 
Moherty. This marriage was solem- 
nized January 12, 1845, by Rev. Fr. 
Beirne. Rey. Fr. O’Beirne was re- 
Heved of his charge in Quiney in the 
edr 1815, and’ was transferred to 
Roxbury Highlands. Mle was succecd- 
d in Quiney by- Rev. Fr. Bernard Car- 
-aher. 

Rev. Fr. Carrahicr was fle first 


priest to take up his residence in” 


Juincy, so it is from 1845 that Quincey 
akes its dhte as a Catholit” parish 
vith a resident pastor. This church 
nd its priest, at that time, ministered 
‘> the wants of the Catholies in Mil- 
‘on, Randolph, Stoughton, Brainires, 
Veymouth, ‘Hingham, Cohasset, Scitu- 
zte, Abington and ali along the South 
Shore to Plymouth, and, what is more, 
iia sométhihg ‘to be remembered as 
in itispirafion, the Catholies who lived 
1 all those out-of-town places, came 


_eladly to West Quincey on Sunday to 


inuss, thé people of Quintéy being the 
envy of their far-distant neighbors in 
their good fortune at being so near to 
wt ehtirch. 

Local tradition says the people from 
all the surrounding towns had an en- 
joyable tinfe travelling to and from 
Vest Quincy where mess was cele- 
brated on Sundays. It was the cus- 
tom, after mass, to meet near an old 
well off Copeland street before finally 
Wepartine for the various towns that 
yelonged to the Quiney parish. The 
cld’ well is still in existence, and is lo- 
cated'near the point where West, Cen- 
tre and Common streets intersect one 
another. Around this well the old- 
ime parishioners were won't to 
ailfer; no doubt to cat their luncheons 
yefore starting on the long journey 
‘yomie. Over West sireet ihe people 
‘rom Randolph and Stoughton could 
.ind’a direct roud; the people from 
3raintree and the towns beyond in the 
30 Colony distriet could jowrney over 
“entre street, and the people of Quin- 
‘y and Hingham could continue on 
lown' Copeland street. 

Rey. Fr. Carraher was pastor until 
December, 1848. For three or four 
wnorths Rev. Fr. Fitzsimmons looked 
after the Quincy district, when he was 
sueceeded by Rev. John T. Roddan.

Director Charles F. Gettemy of the 
Bureau of Statistics filed with the 
Secretary of State Thursday, his offi- 
cial return of the decennial census 
‘aken April 1, which shows the popu- 
iation of the commonwealth to be 
3,693,310 and of Quincy 40,674. The

LITTLE LOST SISTER 


“And it always will be.” 

The toregoing aphorism may have 
been true a hundred years ago, but 
it is sadly off the mark today. Every- 
thing today seems to point toward a 
better ang more moral world. The 
people, the books and the modern 
drama have something to do with the 
uplift of the nation. Perhaps one 
of the most notable plays which has 
tended to point the way is “Little 
Lost Sister,” dramatized by E. E. 
Rose from the adventures of Mrs. 
Chas. S. Wasgburne, wife of a Chicago 
newspaper reported, now 
arranged to publish her life story in 
book form, under the same title as 
the play. This play tells in a 
straightforword, truthful manner, the 
underlying cause the effect, and the 
conclusion of a misled life. It shows 
how easy it is to go the wrong way 
and how hard it is to get back among 
your old friends. It is true to life 
in that it points out the great white 
slave evil of today, and also points 
the way that is right, and hence it: 
mission of good. The story is told in 
a manner not to offend, yet plain’ in 
its teaching. “Little Lost Sister” 
shows that all that is, isn’t wrong. 
The play should be a blessing to the 
country, it down to facts, and 
prescribes a remedy. What 
can a play do for humanity? 

According to published report of 
a joint committee from three Chicago 
women's clubs, the girl in short skirt,

tion Was to ascertain what becomes of 
the untrained girl who leaves school 
at fourteen with the intention of going 
to work. In their lengthy report 
they agree:—That of the five thou- 
sand women Chicago's slum district 
each year claim a large portion are 
the untrained girls who leave schoo! 
at fourteen. The committee which 
represents the Chicago Woman's Club, 
ihe Woman's City Club and the Assn. 
of College Alumnae, in a recent re- 
port found a vocational school is one 
of the most essential processes in 
the regeneration of the untrained girl. 
The other is an employment bureau 
which will find untrained girls re- 
munerative work when they leave 
school. The work of caring for 
these girls by securing them werk, is 
to prevent them from going astray. 
The compulsory law of Illinois re- 
quirés that all children from the age: 
to seven to fourteen should be in 
school. it further requires that all 
children between the ages of 14 and 
16 shall be either at school, or work. 
None realize the difficulties and dan- 
gers which the children are obliged 
to go through in seeking for work. 
These are, of course, more formidable 
in the case of the girl,than in that of 
the boy. This is the period of lives 
of them al! when they most need di- 
rection. Eager and bewildered, they 
become the prey of unscrupulous em- 
ployment agencies or still worse per- 
sons. Miss Anne E. Davis of Chi- 
cago trained investigator, was em- 
ployed by the committee to make 
special inquiry concerning the oécu- 
pations open to the girls between the 
ages of 14 and 16 years. She found’ 
that all of them were sparsely paid 
and that only a few offered any hope 
of advancement. It is desired to 
continue Miss Davis in her work and 
if possible to secure some systematic 
means of taking care of the girls who 
leave school at an early age. The 
school board has given Miss Davis 
a desk in the Chicago Technical High 
School for Girls, from which place 
she is carrying on her work.

and Peddlers. 

No. 449 Dec. 18, 1915. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of | 

Quincy as follows:— | 

Section 1... No person, except one 


engaged in the pursuit of agriculture, | 
sha'l go about from place to place 


) Within this city, carrying or exposing’ 


for sale, or selling fruits or vegetables 
im, or from any cart, wagon or other 
vehicle, or in any other manner, with- 
out a license therefor from the Scal- 
ers of Weights and Measures. 

Section 2. The Sealer of Weights 
and Measures shali have authority to | 
grant such license to any person of 
good repute for morals and integrity | 
who is, or has deelared his intention to | 
become, a citizen of the United States. | 
Said license, tnless seoner revoked, 
shall expire on the thirtieth day of | 
April next after the granting thereof, | 
and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of two (2) dollers. | 

Settion 3. No hawker or peddler | 
shall sell, offer or expose for sale, any 
of the articles enumerated in Section 
15, of Chapter 65 of the Revised Laws, 
or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto, until he has 
recorded his name and residence with 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures. 
Every nerson licensed under the pro- 
visions ef the preceding section as a 
hawker or neddler of fruits and vege- 
tables shail record his name and resi- 
derce in like manner with such officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, ped- 
dling, or carrying or exposing for sale 
any of the articles enumerated in 
Chanter 345, Acts of 1906, shall ery his 
wares to the disturbance of the peace 
and comfort of the inhabitants of the 
city,,nor shall carry or convey such 
articles in any manner that wil) tend 
to injure or disturb the public health

Section 5. Every vehicle or other 
receptacle used by a licensee as a con — 
vevance for articles offered or exposed 
for sale by him shall have attached 
thereto on ec.ch side a number plate, 
to he furnished by the city with his 
license, hearing the number and daiec 
of expiration of such license. 

Section 6. No person shall be reg- 
istered or assigned a number under | 
the provisions of section three, until | 
he obtains a certificate from the Seal- 
er of Weights and Measures stating 
that all weighing and measuring de- 
vices intended to’ be used by such per- 
son have been duly inspected and 
sealtd as required by law, The use 
of, oF possession by such pérson with 
intent to use, any false or unsealed 
weighing or measuring devices shal! 
be suffeient ¢ause for the revoca- 
tior of his license cr the cancella- 
tidu' of his registration. 

Section 7. Any licensee who fails 
neglects or refuses to exhibit his li- 
cense when the same is demanded of 
him by a commissioner or inspector, 
or sealers of weights or measures, city 
treasurer or clerk, constable, police 
officer or jftstice of the peace, shall 
be subject to the same penalty as if 
he had no. license. ‘ 

Section 8. Nothing in this ~ordin- 
auce‘shall be construed as conflicting 
with anylicense issued under authori- 
ty ef the Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted un- 
der this ordinance or any ordinance 
ame tory or additional thereto, may

ion 10. Whoever violates any 
provision of this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each offence.

AUNT JANE SAYS 


“As I said before,” says ‘Aunt Jane 
“the French cook most all kinds of sali 
water fish in salt water. They tell me 
‘hat in places remote from the sea, 
where real sea water cannot be ob. 
tained, they use water strongly salt- 
ed. To boil mackerel, for example, 
they clean the fish by making as smal] 
an incision as possible, make a long 
incision along the back from head to 
tail. 

“They use two big handfuls of ta. 
ble salt to every quart of water, 
When this water begins to boil, they 
place the fish in it. From 15 to 2- 
minutes is enough to cook the fish, 
as a rule. They usually serve boiled 
mackerel with what they call a “mai- 
tre d’ hotel”, made in the following 
manner. Melt an eighth of a pound of 
bunch of chopped parsley, and a few 
sulter, with salt, pepper, a goodly 
irops of lemon juice.” 

“It’s an easy name to say, but I 
know from experience it’s fine eat- 
ing,” sighed Aunt Jane, looking up 
from a letter from her cousin. “I'm 
referring to filet de maquereau saute 
a la bourgeoise. Regular jaw-break- 
‘er, ain't it? But outside of the name, 
it is simple enough—and_ cheap 
enough, too. Translated into English, 
it means filets of mackerel. 

“You clean and wash three good- 
sized mackerel, and split them up the 
back so that you can take. out the 
back bone, leaving you with six filets. 
These you place skin down in a cas- 
serole ‘dish. Over these you pour a 
half cupful of melted butter, and four 
tablespoonsful of olive oil. Place 
the casserole dish on a_ good fire. 
Turn the filets several times, so that 
both sides will cook equally. When 
the filets are well cooked, take them 
out ofthe dish and let them drain. 

“Pour into the empty casserole a 
half a glass of vinegar, a cup of con- 
somme, salt, pepper, and chopped 
parsley. Place the dish on the stove 
again, until the sauce is cooked. Place 

he filets on a platter, and when 

| ready to serve, turn this sauce, to- 
feet with a small piece of butter, 
| over the fish.” 
i “I'm thoroughly convinced that it’s 
the strange-sounding names that keep 
people from fixing dishes in, French 
fashion,” remarked Aunt Jane. “Now 
here is a cheap, simple little . dish, 
prepared with no trouble at all, but if 
you told people it was codfish a la 
bourguignonne, you'd scare them so 
they wouldn't try it. 

“First of all you cook your cod in 
salted water, boiling it thoroughly. 
Then you cut up a dozen small onions 
and place them in a frying pan, in 
which you have previously melted 4 
} small piece of butter. When the on- 
jions are well browned, adda half 
'glass of vinegar to the mixture. Ar- 
‘range your cooked cod on a platter, 
‘and when ready to serve, turn over 


| it the hot onions, butter and vinegar.”

IN “COUNE NCIL 


An Ordinance Concerning Hawkers 
and Peddlers. 
No. 449 Dec. 13, 1915. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of 
Quincy as follows:— 

Section 1. No person, except one 
engaged in the pursuit of agriculture, 
sha!l go about from place to place 
within this city, carrying or exposing 
for sale, or selling fruits or vegetabies 
in or from any cart, Wagon or other 
vehicle, or in any other manner, with- 
out a license therefor from the Seal- 
er of Weights and Measures. 

Section 2. The Sealer of Weights 
and Measures shali have authority to 
frant such license to any person of 
good repute for morals and integrity 
who is, or has declared his intention to 
hecome, a citizen of the United States. 
Said license, unless sooner revoked, 
shall expire on the thirtieth day of 
April next after the granting thereof, 
and each person so licensed shall pay | 
therefor a fee of two (2) dollars. 

Section 3. No hawker or peddier 
shall sell, offer or expose for sale, any 
of the articles enumerated in Seetion 
15, of Chapter 65 of thé Revised Laws, 
or in any acts in amendment thereof | 
or in addition thereto, until he has 
recorded his name and residence with 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures. 
Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preecding section as a 
hawker or peddler of fruits and vege- 
tables shail record his name and resi- 
dence in like manner with sugh officer. 

Section 4. -No person hawking, ped- 
dling, or carrying or exposing for sale 
any of the articles enumerated in 
Chapter $45, Acts of 1906, shall cry his 
wares to the disturbance of the peace 
and comfort of the inhabitants of the 
city, nor shall carry or convey such 
articles in any manner that will tend 
to injure or disturb the public health 
or comfort nor otherwise than in ve- 
hicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do nut leak. 

Seetion 5. Every vehicle or other 
receptacle used by a licensee as 2 con- 
veyance for articles offered or exposed 
for sale by him shall haye attached 
thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the city with his 
license, bearing the number and date 
of expiration. of such license. 

Section 6. No person shall be reg- 
istered or assigned a number under 
the provisions of section three, until | 
he obtains a certificate from the Seal- 
er of Weights and Measures stating 
that all weighing and measuring de- 
vices intended to be used by such per- 
son have been duly inspected and 
sealed as required by law. The use 
of, or possession by such person with 
intent to use, any false or unsealed 
weighing or measuring devices shall 
be sufficient cause for the revoca- 
tior of his license cr the cancella- 
tion of his registration. 

Section 7. Any licensee who fails 
neglects or refuses to exhibit his li- 
cense when the same is demanded of 
him by a commissioner or inspector, 
or sealers.of weights and: measures, 
city treastrer or clerk. constable, po- 
lice officer or justice of the peace, 
sha!ll he subject to the same 
as if he had no license. 

Section $8. Nothing in this ordin- 
ance shall be construed as conflicting 


with any license issued under authori- 


ty of the Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted un- 
der this ordinance or any 
amendatory or additional thereto, may 
be revoked by the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures,

‘In our highly civi- 
lized country, Jan. 1 bilis are often 
considered valuable for filling the 
Waste basket. The rag man will 
pay something for them. 

Not every one who lets his bills 
zo unpaid at this time and other 
periods is indifferent about it. Many 
people would gladly pay all they owe, 
could they collect the debts due them. 
They are caught in the cogs of the 
machine, and can only advance as 
jJast a8 those behind them. 

The easier some people could pay, 
the less ready they are to do it. It 
would make them. very tired to sit 
down monthly and write off a dozen 
checks. By letting the bills run, they 
can do it all in ene job. This saves 
them work. . Yet they may have idle 
money in banks. 

Some business men allow bills to 
run to save .a trifie of interest. It 
would: offend their thrifty souls to 
drop a dollar that has been accum- 
ulating in the savings bank. Of 
cowrse the creditor is in the mean- 
while losing interest. But creditors 
are considered grasping creatures who 
have all the money they need. These 
habits of debt paying, so’ often need- 
lessly slow, clog the whole business 
machinery, 

A large percentage of the business 
failures are of people who would be 
perfectly: solvent if they could col- 
lect their bills merely from _ those 
dehtors who are easily able to pay. 

It is surprising how quickly a dol- 
lar will run around a town. When 
you pay that long standing billduec the 
grocer, he is immediately able to sat- 
isfy the teamster. The latter can 
settle with the butcher, who can now 
pay that old bill at the printer's. So 
it goes.
